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ib it came to paſs, in thoſe Days of the great 
EkEing, even King Aurelius, there lived in the 
Land of Staff a Man named Gore am; but his 
Soul was not as the King's Soul, for he gainſayed 


among the Sons of Jacob. 


2. Now behold, it was told the King by the Pelemites, Knoweſt 


thou not a Man called Gore am, how he, having an hardened 
Heart, oppoſed the Will of the King thy Father. 
3. How his Beaſt was prepared to join the raſh Multitude of 
acob, even thine Enemies; —and the King anſwered and ſaid, 
know it well. — Now the Pelemites were Brothers, who, like the 
Sons of Zeruia, vexed the King's Heart. 

4. And the Elder ſpake and ſaid, O King live for ever, Knoweſt 
thou that Gore'am is in League with the turbulent Hearts of thy 
Kingdoms, and ſeeketh our Ruin, even thy Ruin, O King Aurelius. 

5. But there aroſe a Man from his State of Retirement, and ſaid, 
O King, as thy Soul liveth, Gore'am is a Man of goodly Perſonage, 
and greatly r in Speech; call him to thy Court; then he 
ſhall forſake the Folly of the Houſe of Jacob. 

6. So Gore' am was called to the King's Court; and he brought 
with him his Sons and Daughters, even many of his Kindred ; but 
the Multitude followed him not. —_ 

7. And Gore am joined himſelf with the Pelemites; and his Firſt- 
born, even the Firſt-born of Gore'am, was raiſed on high among 
the People; and they ſnouted and cried, Tear'em for ever.. 

8. Now the King, knowing his goodly Perſon, and the Upright- 
neſs of his Heart, made him one: of the ſeven wiſe Maſters of the 
Seas, to be a Ruler and Governor, of the Ships of his Kingdom. 

9. And juſt before this Time the War ceaſed between King 
Aurelius and his Enemies; for there was a great Dearth in their 
Land. | 

10. Now when there was an End of the War, about this Time 
appeared certain vagrant Sojourners from the Land of the Phi- 
litines, and they ſaid, Come, let us be merry, and partake of the 
Fruits of the Land of Goat'am; for the Lord, even the Lord 
Tear em, upholdeth us; and _ did ſo, FE. 

11. So they began to ſhew their Sports and Divertiſements be- 
fore the Lord Tear'em, and before many honourable Men and many 
honourable Women, who uncovered their Nakedneſs before them. 

12. And certain Men aroſe and ſaid, Why are we troubled 
with theſe Strangers; and they conſulted together, ſaying, Come 
let us join together to remove theſe Vagrants 3 —and they did ſo. 

12. Then the Lord, even the Lord Tear'em, was in great 
Wrath, and he aroſe and ſtood up, having a Sword girded upon 
his Thigh, and he ſpake unto them and ſaid, O ye Sons of Be- 
lial ! whence come ye? and the People were not appeaſed. 

14. So that he boiled with Rage, and drew his tremendous 
Sword, ſaying many bitter Words, and the Plague was ſtayed. 

15. After this Time the Men of the Vet communed among 
themſelves, ſaying, Who is this Lord Tear'em, that ſpeaketh ſuch 
bitter Words in our Ears, as tho' he ſtood not in our Stead before 
the King and his mighty Men. 

16. And who is the of Gore'am, that he ſhould ſet his Face 


the Words of the King, and he was a Chief, 
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againſt the People? Has he not been trained in the Ways of his 
F _ who cauſed the Men of Staff, which is called Cabul, 
to ſin! 

17. Now, as the King, even the good King Aurelius, liveth, 
this Marr ſhall no longer fpeak our Yea and our Nay before the 
Rulers of the People. : 

18. Becauſe he openly ſetteth his Hand to the Heels of the Va- 
grants, and lifteth them up over the People. 4 

I9. And he knoweth not the Land of Ophir, nor even the 
_— of the Red Sea; and wherefore is this Man put over the 

ips 

20. And the People ſhouted with a great Shout, and all the 
Multitude ſaid Amen. , | 

21. So there aroſe a Man, who pleaſed the People, even Van- 
depotijab, the Son of Hogan, the Son of Mogan, who came from 
the Country of the Flamans, which is called the Land of the Wars. 

22. And the People ſaid, This is the Man that ſhall bear our 
Sufferings to the King, inſtead of the Lord Tear'em; for he uſed 
not his Endeavours to fave the Man who overthrew the Houſe of 
Lewdneſs. 

23. And the Lord Tear'em declared upon his Honour, that which 
the People declared was not true; ſo the People appointed another, 
even Vandepotijab, to be their Servant. 

24. About this Time there was much Noiſe and Tumult and 
_— er in the Veſt, and the Slaughtermen played their 

uſick before Vandepotijab, and the Sound of their Muſick was as 
the ſounding Braſs, and the tinckling Cymbals. 

25. And Bribery and Corruption . inſomuch that even 
the Highways and Hedges were compelled to come in. 

26. The mighty Ruſſeliel, a nominal Scribe of the Court, iſſued 
out a Decree, and it came to the Ears of the People, both ſmall 


and great; ſo that many were forced to ſerve Trar em, for Fear of 


being. turned out of the Habitations of their Fathers. Now 
Ruſſeliel was Tear'em's Brother. 

27. And Vandepotijah feared not; for the King's Son, and the 
Lords, and the good Men, were his Friends: ſo he gave neither 
Silver nor Gold unto the People; for they delighted in the Man 
whom they had ſet on high; but Tear'em gave much among the 
Sons of Belial inhabiting the low Places upon the River. 

28. So the good Men of the Land ſpake for Vandepotijah, and 
the Evil and Corrupted ſpake for Tear em. | | 

29. And Tear'em was ſore preſſed by the Men on the high 
Grounds, even the Place that beareth the King's Name, and all 
that cried out, Let the King live for ever — and the King was de- 
lighted therewith ; for he well knew that Vandepotijab had taken 
the Daughter of his Servant to Wife. 

30. And Tear em was grieved to the Heart by the Men of the 
Slaughter- Houſes, who ſpake againſt him with many Mouths, and 
exalted Vandepetijah with a loud Voice, even like the Roaring of 
Bulls; for they were fierce Men. 

31. And Ruſſeliel and Gor# am pitied him much, even the Lord 
Tear'em; and they ſpoke in the Ears of the Pelemites, Are not 


theſe Sons of Turbulence your People, and wherefore reſtrain you 
them not ? * 
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The Third Chapter of TEAR'E M the Son of Go REA M, in the Apocripha. 


32. Have we not been gathered unto you by Compact, and up- 
held you againſt the Counſels of the 2 — when - 
were in Danger of being driven from before the King. 

33. As the Lord liveth, before whom we ſtand, if the Lord 
Tear'em be overthrown by the Voice of the People, the Man who 
is full of Wiſdom, even the great Achitophel, is upon you. 

34. For know ye not that the Counſel he counſelleth is with the 
King, yea and with the King's Son, like the Oracle of Heaven. 

35. And the Pelemites, tho' they loved not Tear'em and his 
Friends ; yet they brought many People to ſpeak for him, for they 
feared the Cunning of Achitophel. 

36. And they hired Men of Belial to ſwear for the Lord Trar'em 
in the Face of the People ; but it availed them not, for the Mul- 
titude, even their own Tribes, roſe up againſt them. 

37. And after Ruſſeliel and Gore am had opened their own 
Treaſures, and the Pelemites the Treaſures of the King, yet none 
but the Edomites would touch thereof, and they touched thereof 
in Abundance. 

38. So that they bought Garments for their naked Bodies, and 
put Sandals beneath the Soles of their Feet, and ſhouted the Lord 
Tear'em ! 

39. But their Voice was like the Voice of Deſpair, and Gore'am 
ſickened thereupon for Anguiſh- of Mind. 

40. And Tear'em ſaid to Gere am, Ariſe, my Father, and be 
not grieved, for there is ſtill a Way opened unto us. 

41. Behold the King's Treaſury is yet full, and are not the 
Pelemites our Allies, and the Recorder of the Names of the People 
may be ſtill led into Temptation. AE e 

42. For is he not a Man of the Law? —— and who, among 
them, can reſiſt a Talent, and the powerful Duſt of Ophir ? 

43- And Ruſſeliel lifted up his Voice, and ſaid, Be of good 
Cheer, my Father, for this Matter ſhall come before the great 
Aſſembly of the People, for well ye wot there be many who are 
not averſe to Shekels among them. 

44. For has not Selim, which is called Splayfaot, a Voice in the 
Aſſembly ? and lo! the Man who is given to Change, governs there 
with a Countenance of _ 

45- Did they not forſake the Side of their Maſter, and open his 
Councils to the Pelemites, and are they not in their Hands ? 

46. Wherefore then let it not be ſaid in the Land of Staff, 
which is called Cabul, that Gore am, who forſook the Houſe of 
Jacob, to hold the King's Seals, deſpaired with the Deſpairings of 
a Woman, leſt they ſhould rejoice thereat, and laugh thy ; 
even the Lord Tear'em, to Scorn. 

47. And the Words of Ruſſeliel and Tear'em were pleaſing to 
the Soul of Gore am, fo that he roſe from his Bed, and appeared 
comforted to the People—but he was ſick at Heart. 

48. Now the reſt of the A#s of Tear'em the Son of Gore am, 
and of Gore am the Father of Tear'em, and of Ruſſeliel the Sine 
Cure, and the fooliſh Men of his Houſe, | 

49. May they not be found written among the Chronicles of 
the Lords of Goat'am, by the Hand of the Man. whoſe Heart 
aboundeth with the Milt of Human Kindneſs, even he that for- 
merly followed the Houſe of Jacob. (ER 
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
